Construction on the new East 
Jordan Middle School was hindered 
by snow recently, but with a break in 
the weather the building will con- 
tinue, 

“The work was slowed to a 
snail’s pace the past two weeks,” said 
superintendent Chip Hanson. But the 
structural steel to build the three aca- 
demic wings is scheduled for deliv- 
ery this week and with a break in the 
weather, the wings should be closed 
in soon, Hanson said, 

The $3.9 million new school is 
being built to house 350 students. 
Approximately 300 students will at- 
tend the school when it's completed. 
The school is designed to grow in 
small steps, Hanson said. 

Principal Shirley Bishop and the 
staff are working on furniture speci- 
fications for the new school. After the 
specifications are written, bids will 
be received. Furniture now in the 
middle school that is in good shape 
will be used in the new school or in 
the expanded elementary school, 
Hanson said_. 

The architectural firm of GBKB 
will begin to develop final design 
plans for the elementary school reno- 
vation project prior to Christmas. 
Bidding on the renovations are 
scheduled for mid-February, and el- 
ementary schoo] renovations should 
begin in the summer of 1997, Hanson 
said.

The residents of East Jordan own 
another piece of property now — the 
old Dahlquist building at 104 Main 
St. — the generous(?) gift of an out- 
of-town gentleman who purchased 
the property some years ago. 

He allowed the property to dee 
teriorate to the point of being a pub- 
lic hazard forcing legal action on the 
part of the city that resulted in a judg- 
ment against the owner. Basically he 
had a choice of donation or demoli- 
tion. I’m glad he chose to donate it 
to more responsible owners. 

At least now something can and 
will be done with the building. His- 
toric preservation grants and other 
public monies are the only feasible 
method available to begin restoration 
of a structure, like the Dahlquist 
building, that has deteriorated to the 
point where conventional financing 
is unobtainable — and it should be 
restored. 

The building’s once proud fa- 
cade is a prime example of tum-of 
the-century brickwork and a major 
contributor to the character of East

Jordan's Main Street. Originally con- 
structed to house the Glenn & Porter 
Lumber Company store, the building 
is rich in local history. The bricks 
used in its construction were prob- 
ably manufactured right here in East 
Jordan by one of the two brick mills 
in operation at the time. 

I'd like to see the building’s res- 
toration become a community-wide 
effort with lots of input and direction 
from all of the building’s new own- 
ers — the citizens of East Jordan. 
The project could become the comner- 
stone of East Jordap’s entire down- 
town renovation plan. Once a par- 
ual restoration has been completed, 
the building could be sold back to the

private sector and begin to contrib- 
ute to the tax base once again. 

It is truly a shame that the negli- 
gence of one person can cost so many 
people so much in wasted time and 
money. I have a fittle bit of trouble 
understanding the motivation of in- 
vestors of this type. They purchase 
properties in areas where they have 
no real ties, then do nothing to main- 
tain or improve them. 

Properties left to deteriorate cer- 
tainly don’t appreciate in value. don’t 
contribute to economic growth, and 
don’t enhance the ascetic value of the 
community.

I'd bet the legal fees paid by the 
city to force the issue probably 
amounted to more than the current 
taxable assessed value of the build- 
ing. 

I’m reminded of the story about 
the judge who sentenced the slum 
Jord to live in his own slum as pun- 
ishment for negligence. How fitting. 
It is unfortunate that this same gentle- 
man owns another building on Main 
Street which continues to deteriorate. 
I Wonder how long before the city is 
forced to go to court over that one.

live with since we had visited Boston shortly 
before the election. There we saw the Old 
North Church and walked in the footsteps of 
Paul Revere and others who risked their 
lives for the right of self-government and 
freedom. 

Many words of John F. Kennedy have 
stayed with me since our visit to the JEK 
Museum and Library in Boston, but these 
most of all; “In a democracy, every citizen, 
regardless of his interest in politics, holds 
office; every one of us is in a position of 
responsibility. The kind of government we 
get depends on how we fulfill that responsi- 
bility.” 

The most appropriate place we have 
visited in terms of time is Washington, D.C. 
on Veteran’s Day weekend. 

It was not by design that we found 
ourselves at the Vietnam Memorial on 
Sunday, filing silently past the 58,202 names 
on the wall, but it couldn’t have been more 
fitting. 

In front of the wall lay letters, class 
reunion shirts, dog tags, carnations, U, S. 
flags, photographs, wreaths, poems, ticket 
stubs, roses, letters and more — all personal 
gifts and messages to the dead or missing 
from those who love them. 

Reverent and silent, except for sniffles, 
hundreds of people came to see, to reflect 
and to heal. During Vietnam al! of us were 
wounded, No matter what philosophical 
corner you were in, whether you served, 
protested, ran away or lost someone you 
loved, it was painful. People’s hearts were 
broken while the country’s soul was ripped 


apart. 

Everyone who visits the wall to pay 
respect, to remember, to say good-bye or say 
what they would have said if they could 
have said good-bye, can’t help but experi- 
ence some degree of healing, of closing the 


‘wound. People of all ages and nationalities 


pass by while reflections of the sun and 
trees, vibrant and living, touch the names on 
the wall. 

Across the park, the Korean War 
Memorial reminds us of that other war. 
Almost as many Americans - more than 
54,000 gave their lives there - and many of 
us rarely think about it. 

We drove to Arlington Cemetery on 
Monday, Veteran's Day, to see President 
Clinton lay the wreath at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier, and though we didn’t see 
him, we heard the speeches. 

The clearest message of the day was 
that the way to try and justify losing 
Americans in our many wars is for us, the 
living, to be responsible citizens and do our 
part to make and keep our country the best it 
can be.

It is also 
etched upon my heart along with images of 
those who have paid the highest price.

Starting Dec. 6, according to a release from AmeriSpec, the sale 
and rental of housing units built before 1978 will be affected by a 
new lead paint hazard disclosure law. Real estate agents and land- 
lords are gearing up to comply with the rules which require that buy- 
ers and renters be informed of the potential for lead paint safety con- 
cerns. The law requires that known lead-based paint hazards be dis- 
closed and gives home buyers a 10-day period to conduct a lead- 
based paint inspection or risk assessment at their own expense. 

In anticipation of the new law, Sherman and Brown received 
taining in dust-wipe sampling, soil sampling and visual paint in- 
spection, as well as having to take a written exam.

Listening to people talk about what they want 
in computer Internet access, and knowing what 
they wanted themselves, led two Boyne City 
residents to become business owners. 

Sherry Bedford and Jim Rostar opened Up 
North Net Associates on Nov. 1 at 202 S. Lake St., 
in Boyne City. The business is a full Internet 
service provider and is a local link to the World 
Wide Web. 

Bedford and Rostar say their business is 
customer-oriented and they want to work with 
clients one-on-one to ensure that clients’ needs are 
fulfilled. They promote a local, small-town 
atmosphere in their business activities. 

Bedford works in administration at LexaMar 
Corporation. She has a degree in business admin- 
istration and will use her expertise in the new 
business. 

Rostar also works at LexaMar in the sales 
department. He has a degree in business manage- 
ment and extensive experience in computers. 

This is the first business either of them have 
owned, and the venture is both intimidating and 
exciting. 

“T’ve always wanted to have my own busi- 
ness,” Bedford said. “It’s scary, but it’s a good 
feeling. It doesn’t bother you to come in at 10 in 
the evening and work, because you’re doing 
something for yourself.” 

Rostar agreed and added, “It’s something you 
like to do anyway.”

The Internet is used by more than 30 million 
people for research, information, correspondence 
and advertising. 

Bedford and Rostar help clients determine 
their needs and then get them set up at their homes 
or businesses. They have an expert who helps 
people set up their own business or personal home 
page. A home page is a way for clients to get on 
the Internet for advertising or other purposes. 

Bedford and Rostar are offering a free home 
page to non-profit organizations. They also are 
working on an area business directory for people 
to use without charge. It is their way of giving 
something to the community. 

Bedford and her husband, Ken, have three 
children and Rostar and his wife, Sue, have two 
children. Their families help with the new busi- 
ness. ~*~ 

The new business owners are looking toward 
the future. They are thinking of a cyber-cafe, a 
popular business in some larger cities, Bedford 
said.

Residents, State Police at odds 
over speed limit on Lakeshore 


Residents along Lakeshore 
Drive want it. The Eveline Township 
Board wants it. The Charlevoix 
County Road Commission wants it. 
The Charlevoix County Commis- 
sioners want it. Sheriff George 
Lasater and Boyne City Police Chief 
want It. 

Why then won’t the state lower 
the speed limit on Lakeshore Road 
from 45 mph to 35 mph ona 1.3 mile 


stretch between the city limits of - 


Boyne City and Advance? 

The Michigan State Police, 
which has jurisdiction over the road, 
doesn’t think a change is necessary. 

Phyllis Fox and Caroline Barnes, 
two residents who live on Lakeshore 
Drive, are leading the fight to get the 
speed limit reduced, and plan to keep 
fighting until they get what they 
want. 

“They are up against two women 
here who won't give up,” Barnes 
said. 

The two Boyne City women 
started their campaign to get the 
speed limit reduced to 35 mph last 
June. Currently the speed limit is 35 
mph leaving Boyne City, changes to 
45 mph for 1.3 miles then is reduced 
to 35 mph near Advance. 

They are concerned about the 
“dramatic increase” in traffic on the 
road — due in part to new housing 
developments being built along the 
road, the number of bikers, runners 
and roller bladers who use the road, 
and the safety of residents crossing 
the road'to get to the waterfront. 

The first step taken by Barnes 
and Fox was to circulate a petition to 
get the speed limit reduced. It read: 

“We hereby petition the appro- 
priate authorities to reduce the speed 
limit on Lakeshore Road from the 
Boyne City limits to the Advance 
Grocery store." 


nce 


All residents living along 
Lakeshore signed the petition, Barnes 
and Fox said. 

Next, the two women in July ap- 
proached the Eveline Township 
Board which passed a resolution ask- 
ing the State Police to do a speed limit 
study on Lakeshore Road. 

Then Barnes and Fox went to the 
Charlevoix County Road Commis- 
sion which on Sept. 9 passed a reso- 
lution requesting the speed limit be 
reduced from 45 mph to 35 mph. On 
Sept. 25, the Charlevoix County 
Commissioners passed a similar 
resolution. 

Sheriff George Lasater also 
wrote a letter asking that the speed 
limit be lowered. He cited two main 
reasons: 

* Increase of homes and vehicle- 
bicycle-pedestrian traffic; 

* Position of the homes which 
requires pedestrians to cross the road 
to get to the waterfront. 

Lasater also said he felt strongly 
that the lowered speed limit should 
be continued past Whiting Park. 

So far all the requests have failed 
to initiate a change, although a traf- 
fic study was completed on Aug. 1 
for one hour. The total number of ve- 
hicles traveling Lakeshore was 191 
and the average speed was in the mid 
40's. 

Barnes and Fox have been as- 
sisted in their campaign by Phyliss’ 
husband, Stuart Fox, an attorney. He 
sent a letter in March to Sgt. David 
Ford of the Michigan State Police in 
Traverse City asking that the speed 
limit be reduced. 

Sgt. Ford’s response was that he 
did not favor the lower speed limit 
and if anything he would recommend 
it be increased. Ford’s response 
prompted Mr. Fox to wnte a letter to 


ea 


Capt. Tim Baker, who serves as 
Michigan State Police 7th District 
Commander, asking him review Sgt. 
Fard’s conclusion. 

In a letter dated Nov. 5, Baker 
wrote: 

“It is impossible to set what 
might be considered a reasonable 
speed limit in every type of area. We, 
therefore, rely upon the basic speed 
laws, which is part of our statutes and 
requires vehicles be driven with due 
respect for conditions, neither too fast 
nor too slow so as to cause a hazard. 
We also believe it best to assure that 
points of hazards be plainly marked 
and if, in fact, there exists a pedes- 
trian problem, the proper signs warf- 
ing drivers of their presence should 
be erected. This should tend to fore- 
stall any false reliance which might 
be placed upon an unrealistic speed 
limit sign. 

“I did observe, as Sgt. Ford 
pointed out on the speed study, a 
number of motorists violating the 
speed limit. I have requested addi- 
tional patrols whenever possible for 
the area. 

“In response to the growth in the 
area, we will continue to monitor the 
area for change in the speed patterns. 
We are unable to project exactly what 
any growth will do to influence the 
speed of vehicles at this time. 

“In my opinion, after consider- 
ing all the facts, 45 miles per hour 
continues to be the appropriate speed 
limit for the area.” . 

Last week, Mr. Fox wrote an- 
other letter to Capt. Baker asking “if 
you would reconsider your position 
in this matter as it is the intention of 
this committee to pursue any and all 
avenues available to them to achieve 
the stated purpose.”

An adequate water supply is critical as Boyne City grows, and 
the city is now at a point where it needs to expand its water supply, 
city manager Randy Frykberg told commissioners at their meeting 
on Nov. 19. 

The city plans construction of a 500,000 gallon reservoir at north 
Boyne on the city’s northwest side. Construction will begin in the 
sprin; 

The city currently has a 100,000 gallon reservoir in south Boyne. 

Commissioners approved a construction contract award to Devere 
Construction from Alpena. The firm’s bid was $481,500, the lowest . 
of six bids. Bids came.in from throughout the state, Frykberg said. 

The initial budget for the reservoir is $483,000. The project is 
partially funded by a $300,000 federal grant from the Small Cities 
Community Block Grant Program. Other funds will come from the 
city-water funds, Frykberg said. 

The reservoir will service the industrial park and area residents. 

In other action, commissioners held a public hearing and then ~ 
approved LexaMar Corporation's request for an industrial facilities 
exemption certificate. The certificate cuts taxes in half on new build- 
ings and equipment for a maximum of 12 years. 

The certificate is made possible through the state’s economic 

; development program, Frykberg said. It is an incentive for compa- 
nies to do business in the area and the state. . 

LexaMar, a Canadian firm, has recently completed anew 30,000 - 
square foot addition to its facility at Boyne City’s Air Industrial Park. 
The $5.1 million addition was a result of new business that created 
46 new jobs. Forty-five of the jobs were filled by; local People,
